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Ukraine Near 
To Accepting 
Final Deal on 
Nuclear Arms 

Accord. Involving U.S. 
And Russia Exchanges 
Swords for Plowshares

WASHINGTON — Ukraine is extremely 
close to final agreement with Russia and the 
United States on a deal to remove the nuclear 
aims from its territory within three years in 
exchange for debt relief and other political and 
economic benefits, American officials say. 

The deal would eliminate one erf Washing- 
ion's major foreign policy worries of thepost- 
Cold War era: that the breakup of the Soviet 
Union could create another nuclear power in 
Europe besides Russia. 

[President Bill Clinton said Sunday that there 
had been a “terrific amount of progress" to- 
ward such a deal but that an agreement had not 
yet been finalized, Reuters reported from Brus- 
sels. “We are working very, very hard to bring 
all three of us together," Mr. Clinton said.] 

As one of the world’s fust true “swords into 
plowshares" accords, the deal would convert an 
important ingredient of the ni H 8 ” 1 arms, high* 
ly enriched uranium, into fuel for civilian nucle- 
ar reactors in Ukraine. All costs would be 
underwritten by a quasi-public U.S. corpora- 
tion. and aQ revenue paid to Russia would be 
spent on environmental cleanup. 

By providing for the return of some 1,800 
warheads from Ukraine to Russia, the deal 
would end Russia's fears of a hostile nudear 
neighbor. By providing for new shipments of 
nuclear fuel to Ukraine and assuring the invio- 
lability of its borders, the plan would ease 
Ukraine's economic crisis and its anxieties 
about Russian encroachment. 

Only a few details on how to put deal into 
effect remain to be worked out, several officials 
said. They expressed optimism that the deal 
would be completed in time to become the 
centerpiece of President Clinton’s visit to Mos- 
cow later this week, providing him with a much- 
needed foreign policy triumph after what may 
be a difficult meeting with East European lead- 
ers frustrated over not bring admitted to the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

The agreement would come after months of 
on-again, off-again Ukrainian promises to give 
up the inherited nuclear arsenal. As an execu- 
tive ^srremect with Russia, it v/ould apparently 
not, at least at the outset, be subject to repudia- 
tion by Ukraine's nationalistic and largely pro- 
nuclear parliament 

Senior officials from Ukraine. Russia and the 
United States agreed on the final structure of 
the deal to get rid of Ukraine's nudear arms in a 
series of meetings that culminated in a two-day 
Washington sesson last week. 

The progress “gives us more confidence 1 ' that 
an accord can be signed in Moscow by Mr. 
Clinton. Mr. Kravchuk and President Boris N. 
Vdlsin of Russia, the official said. Other Amer- 
icans said that several weeks ago, with Wash- 
ington’s approval. Mr. Yeltsin invited Mr. 
Kravchuk to meet in Moscow with Mr. Clinton 
on the condition that the nuclear issue was 
resolved beforehand. 

The accord is meant to end a lengthy dispute 
about the fate of the arsenal left in' Ukraine 
after the breakup of the Soviet Union in 1991. 
AH of the 1,240 warheads deployed on SS-19 
and SS-24 missiles remain aimed at the United 
States, although a small number have been 
deactivated on Mr. Kravchuk’s orders. 

A breakthrough was achieved in talks last 
year when ihc United States offered to buy as 
much as 500 metric tons of uranium extracted 
from former Soviet nudear warheads, and both 
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Hard-Line Rally Aims 
At Yeltsin and U.S. 

MOSCOW' (APj — In their first mass 
protest since violent clashes in October, 
thousands of hard-liners Sunday shouted 
“Hang Yeltsin!" and rallied support for 
the Communists and extreme nationalists 
who move into parliament tins week.

U.S. Reaffirms Bosnia Commitment

WASHINGTON — Senior American offi- 
cials strongly reaffirmed on Sunday their will- 
ingness to abide by longstanding NATO con- 
tingency plans to employ air strikes in Bosnia. 

Bui they gave no indication that they wanted 
those plans to go forward. And they restated 
their view that a settlement in Bosnia would 
only come about through negotiation among 

the warring fwt'ons. . 

Secretary of Defense Les Aspin said the 
reaffirmation of U.S. support for the plans 
would serve as Washington’s response to an 
expected push by France for a strong statement 
on Bosnia by toe North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation. 

Mr. Aspin said the United States would re- 


spond to toe French initiative by saying that “it 
is part of all of the package of thmgs that we 
have already committed ourselves to," includ- 
ing enforcement of a no-flight zone over Bos- 
nia, supporting humanitarian relief, particular- 
ly air drops, and air strikes if UN forces are 
threatened and enforcing a peace agreement 

A statement acceptable to both Paris and 
Washington is expected in Brussels as toe beads 
of state of the NATO nations meet Monday. 
American officials stressed that toe primary 
NATO agenda item was coordination with for- 
mer Soviet bloc nations, not Bosnia.

SEOUL — Even if the Clinton administra- 
tion completes its long-brewing deal with 
North Korea to reopen seven nudear sites to 
international inspection, diplomats and intelli- 
gence officials say the limitations on the first 
round of inspections virtually assure nothing 
new will be learned about how dose Pyongyang 
has come to making a nudear weapon. 

The inspections that the administration are 
heralding as a diplomatic triumph, experts say, 
will probably prevent toe Communist govera- 
ment of President Kim II Sung from diverting 


more nuclear material from its reactors to its 
weapoos project. 

That is especially important as the North 
Koreans prepare to shut down their biggest 
reactor and change the fuel rods, an opportuni- 
ty for them to gain more nuclear fuel for a 
bomb. 

But toe new inspections, won after 10 months 
of negotiations, simply restore the situation to 
where it was a year ago, when the International 
Atomic Energy Agency first found evidence 
that it was being deceived by North Korea.

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Presiding at Avignon, a Youthful Custodian of Popes Past

AVIGNON, France — All that Domi- 
nique Vingtain remembers from her first 
visit to Avignon’s Palace of the Popes as a 
small girl is a wooden model of the build- 
ing and the huge conical chimney in the 
kitchen that wafted odors or the Pope's 
suppers to townspeople when the mistral 
blew. 

She never imagined, then or later, that 
she would return one day to run the 
building. Now, at 31, she has been ap- 
pointed curator, one of the youngest peo- 
ple to bold such a senior position in 

France’s cultural establishment. 

Miss Vmgiain defines her role as cura- 
tor this way: “To serve the monument, to 
save, protect and give things their proper 
valuer This is not incompatible, she be- 
lieves. with the commercial imperative of 
attracting, entertaining and educating 
large numbers of visitors. 

“I feel that the Palace of the Popes has 
. a much bigger role to play” she says. “In

summ er, we have many Tourists, which 
helps us to survive. But I would like the 
inhabitants of Avignon to come with 
their children so that the palace becomes 
a part of the city's life, and a means of 
enriching their lives. A museum should 
not be only for a handful of specialists.” 

For more than 60 years, the Popes 
resided in Avignon, wallowing, as Ed- 
ward Gibbon said, in the “passions of 
avarice and luxury." Then, in 1377, Pope 
Gregory XI was goaded by a mystic 
called Catherine of Siena to abandon his 
comfortable quarters on the banks of the 
Rh&ne and move the papacy back to 
Rome, even though it was ridden with 
bandits and plagued by malaria, and bad 
scarcely 20,000 inhabitants. 

After wars and siege, depredations 
during the French Revolution and use as 
a military barracks in the 19th century, 
the palace was left a shell, and in some 
places a shell in mins. _ 

Miss Vmgiain says one of her first 
goals is to help visitors see the hulking 
pQe of pale ocher stone as the palace was 
at the height of its glory in the 14th 
century. 

Standing in its great, bare banqueting 
half, she describes the palace as it might 
have been when the pontiffs were in resi- 
dence: a painted ceiling in deep blue with 


glinting golden stars; walls lined with 
tapestries; cardinals and courtiers dining 
at tables lining the 50-meler room; rushes 
strewn over the floor, jesters performing 
and servants rushing around with dishes 
and pitchers of wine, and meat sLnhng in 
the fireplace. 

When Miss Vingtain was chosen for 
the curator's position, observers regarded 
it as a tribute to her previous work at 
Guny, once the center of the Benedictine 
monastic order and a powerhouse of Eu- 
ropean art and learning in the Middle 
Ages. 

There, also, she had to recreate ideas 
and images from something that no long- 
er existed: Guny was demolished after 
the French Revolution. 

As curator of the small Ochier Muse- 
um at Guny, she not only put on display 
a rich codec lion of medieval stonework 
but also collaborated with computer and 
graphics experts to create virtual-reality 
images of the abbey's soaring church, 
giving a sensation of bang inside it 

She believes she can use similar com- 
puter techniques to bring bade colors and 
explain the structure of the Palace of the 
Popes. 

She also hopes to establish a relation- 
ship with the Vatican, where the archives 
are rich in material about Avignon’s his- 
tory. The seven French Popes who 
reigned here — but not Lhe anti-Popes 
who followed them — are all considered 
pan of the legitimate apostolic succes- 
sion, and Avignon remained papal prop- 
erty until the 1789 revolution. 

Although she could aspire to an even 


higher position in the cultural firmament.

rmgtain does not want to think yet 
of leaving Avignon. “At my age, I could 
not expect to have a very elevated posi- 
tion at the Louvre,” she points out 
“Here, I have real responsibility." 

Then, too, as the Popes proved all 
those centuries ago. Avignon definitely 
has its charms — a rich intellectual life, 
good c uisin e and beautiful scenery on the 
doorstep. 

When not wo rking . Miss Vingtain en- 
joys exploring the local countryside and 
reading (Marguerite Yonrcenar is a fa- 
vorite author). For vacations, she likes to 
travel in the Mediterranean region, par- 
ticularly Greece, Italy and Morocco. She 
visits other museums whenever she can, 
“but I never seem to see the works.” she 
says. “I always look at the lighting and 
the way things are displayed." 

Even though Pope Gregory set off for 
Rome more than 600 years agp, many 
viators still regard the palace at Avignon,

Mexico Knew of Rebel Threat 

Government Report Blames Church and Peasant Group

Party of toe People, and toe Forces 
of National Liberation. 

It backed away somewhat from 
earlier government assertions of 
foreign involvement in the Zapa- 
tista leadership, saying. “It is possi- 
ble that they have bad some guerril- 
la experience in countries south of 
Mexico."

Cuomo Seeks 4th Term in M.Y. A Mew Entry In Primary Speedup 


ALBANY. New York — Governor Mario M. 
Cuomo of New York has announced toat he will 
run this year for a fourth term, saying he wants toe 
chance to help toe state rebound from a recession 
that has sapped its economic vitality and his own 
popularity. 

Lieutenant Governor Sian Lundine, who was 
Mr. Cuomo’s running mate in 1986 and 1990. will 
run again at Mr. Cuomo's side, the governor said 
in a statement. 

Mr. Cuomo detailed his accomplishments but 
said he recognized that the public was discontent- 
ed. “I don’t need perils to tell me toat at this 
moment the people are concerned and angry, and 
they are registering their strong disapproval with 
those of us in command.” he said. “I know that 
makes us underdogs as we enter this race.” 

Mr. Cuomo said toat he saw signs of resurgence 
in New York, but toat his work was unfinished. 
“At this moment of possibility. 1 will ask toe 
people for one more opportunity to serve them — 
an opportunity to complete toe job of budding the 
strong, peaceful, prosperous future they deserve,” 
he said. 

If Mr. Cuomo. 61. won and completed another 
four-year term, he would become toe second-long- 
est-serving governor in New Y ork history, surpass- 
ing the 15 years served bv Nelson A. Rockefeller. 
Both toe state and national records for gubernato- 
rial longevity are held by New York State’s first 
gpvemor, George Clinton, who served a total of 22 
years. 

With Mr. Cuomo's approval ratings at 34 per- 
cent, their lowest ever. Republican leaders say they 
believe he is ripe for deTeaL But four years after 
suffering a humiliating loss in the 1990 gubernato- 
rial race, toe Republican Party remains wracked by 
internal division. 

It is far from finding a consensus candidate who 
could also win toe critical support of toe Conserva- 
tive Party, which fielded its own candidate in 1990 
and split toe anti-Cuomo vote with toe Republi- 
cans; toe governor won that race with 53 percent of 
toe vote. (NYT) 


WASHINGTON — More changes are brewing 
in toe presidential primary calendar for 1996. Gov- 
ernor Cuomo tossed a suiprise into his State of toe 
State message last week by urging the legislature to 
move New York’s primary from early April to 
March 5. 1996. toe earliest date allowed under 
Democratic rules. 

That would make it the premier contest after the 
Iowa caucuses and toe New Hampshire primary 
and would put New York three weeks ahead of 
California, which recently shifted its primary date 
from June to March in order to give toe state 
greater influence in toe nomination process. 

Mr. Cuomo feared that California’s move would 
render New York's primary meaningless. If he 
succeeds in his goaL it will guarantee that the 
parlies know toe identity of their nominees by toe 
end of March 1996. Other big states that will bold 
primaries in March include Texas, Florida, Illi- 
nois, Michigan and Ohio — and possibly Pennsyl- 
vania and Wisconsin. 

The increasingly front-loaded primary calendar 
will give an advantage to candidates who are well- 
known nationally and have toe ability to raise a 
substantial amount of money before toe primary 
season begins. 

For Republicans, it is likely to accelerate toe 
process of organizing a campaign and will mean 
1995 Mil be a year of intensive fund-raising by toe 
major candidates. (WP)

End Urged to Hanoi Sanctions

HANOI — The chairman and 
four of the other six members of a 
key U.S. Senate committee urged 
President Bill Clinton on Sunday to 
quickly lift the trade embargo 
against Vietnam and restore diplo- 
matic relations neatly 20 years af- 
ter toe cud of the Vietnam War. 

“1 frankly am pretty confident 
that the embargo will be lifted,” 
said Senator J. Barnett Johnston, 
Democrat of Louisiana Danocrat, 
the chairman erf the Senate Energy 
and Natural Resources Committee. 
"The march of history is in that 
direction. I think the president will 
be prepared to act quickly." 

Mr. Johnston said Du Muoi. sec- 
retary-general of Vietnam's Com- 
munist Party, had told his delega- 
tion that “Vietnam was very 
anxious to renew relations with toe 
United States, that he regards toe 
United States as a friend, not as an 
enemy.” 

In 1975, North Vietnam defeated 
the U.S.-backed South Vietnamese 
government and reunified the di- 
vided country. BtU the -United 
States and Vietnam have yet to 
establish normal diplomatic and 
economic relations. 

The four other senators endors- 
ing no rmal relations with Hanoi 
were Harlan Mathews, Democrat 
of Tennessee, and Mark O. Hat- 
fid d of Oregon, Alan K. Simpson 
of Wyoming and Robert F. Bennett 
of Utah,' all Republicans. 

A sixth senator, Deo Niddes .of 
Oklahoma, said he was leaning 


strongly toward recognition. The 
seventh. Alien Specter of Pennsyl- 
vania, said he needed more lime to 
think about iL Both are also Re- 
publicans . 

The Senate group arrived in Ha- 
noi on Saturday on a three-day visit 
to assess U.S.-Vietnamese rela- 


tions. The U.S. delegation also re- 
viewed progress and cooperation 
from the Hanoi government in ac- 
counting for the 2J39 Americans 
listed as missing in action from the 
Vietnam War. 

“It is time to renew and reconcile 
our relationship with Vietnam and 
move on to a new chapter,” Mr. 
Johnston said at a news conference. 
“1 believe that is in toe interest of 


toe United Stares, in toe interest of 
toe MIAs and their families, and in 
the interest of stability in the re- 
gion.” . . 

The endorsement is sgnificant in 
that it came from most of the mem- 
bers of toe Energy and Natural 
Resources Committee. Vietnam 
has considerable energy potential 
in oil, gas, coal and hydroelectric 
power.

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A New Light on Violence Among Palestinians

JERUSALEM — The Palestinian uprising 
against Israeli rule unleashed a wave or dead- 
ly violence inside Palestinian society in 
which hundreds of Palestinians were killed 
and tortured by Palestinian “shock squads" 
on suspicion of collaborating with Israeli 
authorities, according to a report published 
Sunday. 

The two-year study of “collaborator” kill- 
ings said that hair or more of the 750 to 950 
Palestinians murdered over a six year period 
were, in fact, not informants for Israel, but 
were killed for other reasons. 

A sample inquiry in one refugee camp 
found that many of the Palestinians pun- 
ished as suspected collaborators were actual- 
ly targeted because of “social or criminal 
matters, such as drag abuse or trafficking, 
homosexuality, family feuds, and other 
causes.” 

The report was published by B'tselera, the 
Israeli information center for human rights 
in the occupied territories. The study marks 
the first time a human rights group has 
delved in such depth into the topic of _ collab- 
orator killings, which some Palestinians re- 
gard as a shameful outgrowth of the uprising 
in the Israeli-occupied territories. 

The topic has been controversial with 


rightist Israelis citing the toll of collaborator 
killings as evidence that Palestinians were a 
violent society compared with Israel's at- 
tempts to suppress the uprising. 

Although the report did not address future 
conditions under Palestinian self-rule, it is 
certain to add fuel to the debate about 
whether Palestinians will suffer human rights 
abuses at the bands of their own organiza- 
tions — many of which carried out the col- 
laborator murders — once the Israeli occu- 
pation begins to end. 

The report lays blame for bloodshed on 
both Palestinians and the Israeli authorities, 
saying both violated international human 

rights standards. It also criticizes the Israelis 
for hying to turn Palestinians into infor- 
mants through the use of ''pressure and ex- 
tortion.” exploiting Palestinians* depen- 
dence on Israel for permits, such as to travel. 

The report also charges that Israeli securi- 
ty police used Palestinians to help entrap 
Palestinian fugitives, and turned a “blind 
eye" when collaborators committed criminal 
acts. According to the report, the Israelis 
intensified their use of collaborators in re- 
cent years to bunt down armed Palestinian 
guerrillas, who in turn responded by kil l ing 
more suspected informants. 

“Many suspected collaborators were tor- 
tured — sometimes to death — by activists of 
Palestinian political organizations: others 


were executed." the report said. The organi- 
zations. it said included militant “shock 
squads" belonging to and financed by H 
Fatah: the Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine; and Hamas, whose members 
have carried out most of (he killings in the 
Gaza Strip since 1992. 

According to the report, as the pace of 
killing accelerated in the later years of the 
revolt, the shock squads often operated on 
their own. But. the report said, “the fact that 
the PLO continued to maintain its organiza- 
tional and financial ties with squads that 
tortured and killed Palestinians places the 
responsibility for those deeds on the PLO.“ 

In oqc striking example, the report de- 
scribes an interview with Youssef Arjarn, a 
local commander of the Fatah Hawks in the 
Gaza Strip town of Rnfiah. Mr. Aijani was 
asked why the armed Hawks continued to 
pursue and kill collaborators even after the 
PLO had issued a statement urging that the 
practice be curbed. 

According to Mi. Again, “The PLO head- 
quarters in Tunis published two statements 
at the same time. The external statement 
called for a stop to the killings. Another one 
was intended for internal use, which called 
for continuing them. The internal instruc- 
tions went only to activists." 

From the outset of the revolt in December 
1987 through 1993. Israeli security forces 


killed 1.100 Palestinians, according to B’tse- 
iem. while estimates of then amber ofkillings 
of Palestinians by Palestinians for suspected 
collaboration range from 750 to 950.

Under the agreement reached in Septem- 
ber between Israel and the PLO. the Israeli 
withdrawal was to have started four 
ago. 

“We are closer to an agreement," the 
PLO’s chief negotiator. Nabil Shaath, said in 
Cairo over the weekend. “I estimate three 
weeks to finalize an accord,” be added. 

He said many issues, including a schedule 
for the troop pullout and the formation, size 
and deployment of a Palestinian police force, 
were settled and needed only to be drafted. 

The Israeli environment minister, Yossi 
Sand, said that more tune was needed be- 
cause of a full agenda. 

"One-and-a-half. two months is a more 
reasonable estimate,” be said Sunday. 


Bonn Investigates Neo-Nazi Ties to Russians

BONN — German officials are 
investigating neo-Nazi ties to ultra- 
nalFonalist Russian soldiers in the 
Eastern state of Saxony, according 
to a news report Sunday. 

A quarter of the 70.000 Russian 
troops and their relatives still based 
in Eastern Germany voted for the 


extreme rightist Vladimir V. Zhir- 
inovsky in the Russian parliamen- 
tary elections last month. 

Mr. Zhirinotsky is allied with the 
far-right German People's Union, 
and any connections between his 
Russian Army supports* and Ger- 
man radicals would be worrisome, 
Saxony’s stale intelligence chief.

Russia and Ukraine expressed an 
interest in the deal Washington 
kept their feet to the fire, one offi- 
cial said, by refusing to conclude a 
contract until they agreed on elimi- 
nating the warheads in Ukraine. 

The deal essentially calls for 
Ukraine to begin returning nuclear 
warheads to Russia within a few 
months and to complete the task 
within three years, officials said. 

During this period, technicians 
at a nuclear facility in Yekaterin- 
burg. in Siberia, would extract 
from the warheads an estimated 
total of 50 metric tons of highly 
enriched uranium and blend it with 
uranium containing Tewer isotopes 
of U-235, a key bomb materiaL 

Tbe resulting low-enriched ura- 
nium then would be fabricated by 
Russia into nuclear fuel rods and 
eventually returned to Ukraine, 
where it would be consumed by the 


country’s five civilian nuclear pow- 
er plants. Ukraine had sought the 
fuel rods instead of cash payments, 
to ease its growing energy shortage. 

In addition, Russia has agreed to 
cancel a substantial portion of 
Ukraine's long-term debt as com- 
pensation for the highly enriched 
uranium contained in the tactical 
warheads it previously obtained 
from Ukraine — a gesture that will 
help put economic relations be- 
tween the two countries on a 
sounder footing, American officials 
said. 

To ease Ukraine's concern that 
some of the uranium withdrawn 
from the weapons might somehow 
be diverted by Russia to a military 
purpose, American officials said 
they had negotiated an arrange- 
ment allowing independent inspec- 
tion of the blending process and 
fuel fabrication inside Russia. 

Russia and the United Slates, 


meanwhile, have agreed to provide 
Ukraine with new assurances that 
its present borders cannot be 
changed without Ukraine’s approv- 
al and will not be subject to chal- 
lenge, officials said. 

A point of contention in recent 
weeks was Ukraine’s demand that 
it begin receiving fuel rods from 
Russia at the same time it shipped 
warheads there, even though fabri- 
cation of the rods takes about five 
months. 

Under the solution, the United 
States Enrichment Corp. — a qua- 
si-public organization similar to 
the Tennessee Valley Authority — 
will pay Russia $60 million to send 
fuel rods to Ukraine immediately. 
It will be paid bade when Russia 
eventually gives it a total of nearly 
500 metric tons of low -enriched 
uranium created from other dis- 
mantled warheads, in a deal worth 
a total of SI 1.9 billion. 


In the latest suspected neo-Nazi 
attack in Germany, gasoline was 
doused on files and stores and set 
on fire Saturday night at a Roman 
Cathode mission for Romanian 
refugees in Munich.

A Moscow Summit Minus Magic and Myth

MOSCOW — Back in to old Soviet days, an 
American-Soviet summit meeting was a time 
for the Kremlin's propaganda machine to go 
into overdrive with a torrent of shows, books 
and articles about the United States. 

No matter chat mast of it was tendentious 
stuff about the “Negro problem,’' rampant un-

employment or American “militarism'' — no- 
body listened to any of that. 

Everyone watched for the glimpses of glitter- 
ing stares, dream cars, bright dotbes, soaring 
skyscrapers. Many a middle-aged Russian can 
still remember the first time he saw The Mag- 
nificent Seven** or got his first pair of Levi's 
jeans. 

The summii meeting itself would be a grand 
event, every event televised, every agoing his- 
toric, every handshake a testament to a desper- 
ately desired recognition by that dreamland 
across the seas. 

But that was all way back then. This time, 
newspapers have carried only brief and staid 
reports on President Bill Chn ton’s visit this 
week, usually focusing on the debate over who 
should join the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation and in what capacity. 

The only emotional event somehow linked to 
to visit was a demonstration by a dutch of 
unrepentant reactionaries, who placed a wreath 
in memory of to those killed in to assault on 
the parliament in October and then moved on 
to the UiL Embassy across the street to chant, 
“Yankees go homer 

Speakers at to demonstration asserted that 


die assault on the the parliament building, 
known as the White House, ou Oct. 3 was 
coordinated from Washington, and that uni- 
formed .Americans fired on to building from 
to embassy. “We thank Bill Clinton because 
he has helped us to understand Russia's real 
national interests. ~ said Nikolai Pavlov, a lead- 
s' of to radically conservative Russian Popular 
Union. 

The position was not one many Russians 
would take seriously. 

What has happened, rather, is that familiar- 
ity and hard experience have succeeded where 
the Communists failed — in dispersing to 
American myth. 

“America, to hope we realized and losi. left 
us as irretrievably os youth." wrote Evgeni 
Kulakov in a reflection on Russia’s shattered 
illusion in to magazine ObozrevaieL “Even if 
we once again put on our faded jeans, we grew 
up. and our America ceased to he — although, 
of course, it never existed." 

In part, of course, the relative lack of advance 
excitement over Mr. Clin ton's impending arriv- 
al also reflect* the fact that Russians have far 
more immediate concerns, including to first 
meeting or the new Federal Assembly on Tues- 
day, and anticipation of a government shuffle 
by President Boris N. Yeltsin that will deter- 
mine to country’s future economic course. 

In greater part, though, it is because to 
United States no longer packs to magic it once 
did. 

In to first years of reforms under the former 
Soviet president, MTkhafi S. Gorbachev, and 
still in to first years of Mr. Yeltsin's new 
Russia, there was the faith that once Russia 
■lifted her barbed wire, elected a parliament, 
opened a stock exchange and proclaimed eco- 


nomic reforms, an exultant West would rush in 
with aid and investments, quickly bringing 
Russians to dimly glimpsed fruits of to West. 

The fruits did flow in — kiwis. Mars bare, 
Cadillacs. Cokes and Big Macs flooded Mos- 
cow's streets and kiosks. But for most Russians, 
unable to afford to goodies, toy served only 
to underscore their poverty. 

Western advisers also flowed in. but the neat- 
ly bound reports they produced after a few days 
in a luxury hotel contributed finie. Few of to 
promised billions in aid ever materialized, and 
Russians watched in growing disenchantment 
as first Mr. Gorbachev, then Mr. Yeltsin, re- 
turned from vials to to West with empty 
hands. 

At borne, hasty economic reforms loudly 
applauded by to West created a brash under- 
world and a newly rich nomenklatura, but 
served largely to impoverish most Russians. 
Freely elected legislators proved as greedy and 
power-hungry as they bad been when they were 
Communist apparatchiks. 

Coupled with to economic and political dis-' 
illusionment was humiliation as Washington 
and to West seemed no longer to reckon with 
Russia in their global pursuits. 

“There is no longer a sense that Great Ameri- 
ca will save us. but there's no hatred, either.” 
said Grigori Yavlinsky, a reform economist and 
member of to new parliament. “What there is. 
finally, is a norma) am rude." 

That will not prevent most Russians from 
tuning in when Mr. Clinton comes, for the 
inherent drama of any summit meeting. But 
this time they will not be looking for instant 
remedies or relief, or for a whiff of a distant 
dreamland.

fresh lock at this after to recent 
elections tn Russia showed reviving 
nati o nalism? 

A- We don’t ihink it changed the 
basic dynamics on this question. It 
made some people in Eastern Eu- 
rope more anxious to move closer 
to NATO, some people in Russia 
more reluctant to see it happen. But 
oar approach was sound before to 
election and it’s still sound. 

Q. The NATO meeting also 
plans to say that European allies 
can use affiance facilities for opera- 
tions on their own. What is meant 
by this concept of “separable but 
not smaraie” forces? 

A. It’s an idea partially aimed at 
helping Europe assume the larger 
defense role H wants. Previous 
American governments resisted it, 

but to Gmion adminis tration is 
sympathetic to Europeans’ desire 
to have something of their own. 
You could set cp a separate opera- 
tion, perhaps under the Western 
European Union, but this would 
leave America out and be wasteful 
in duplicating mifitaiy assets that 
exist a NATO. 


This way a group of NATO 
countries ready to commit troops 
in a crisis — an intervention involv- 
ing humanitarian relief or peace- 
keeping or whatever —can come to 
to alliance and ask to take over 
one of its headquarters, essentially 
a command staff tot has planned 
and practiced how to ran a multi- 
national task force. 

Especially in an operation out- 
side NATO's old operating area in 
Europe, toy would need all these 
NATO capabilities to succeed with 
an operation involving troops of 
those countries tot wanted to take 
part.

Q. The Europeans want U.S.

We've offered 
to sell them our system off the shelf 
or to give them access to some 
technology in a joint venture.

Q. Are to negotiations with 
North Korea producing si gnifican t 
results? 

A. I flunk so. Yoa never have a 
deal until you have a deal But 
diplomacy Is very worth pursuing 
— if for no other reason than that 
we have to be able to demonstrate 


to to Chinese, the Japanese and 
the South Koreans that we have 
made every effort to resolve the 
issue peacefully. 

Q. You don't see any risk that 
diplomacy is giving North Korea 
time to get nuclear weapons? 

A. No, we know from surveil- 
lance that there is no ongoing pro- 
gram in North Korea to reprocess 
plutonium for weapons while these 
negotiations are going on.

Q. What stands out in your year 
at to Pentagon? 

A. We had a whole range of is- 
sues that we needed to get off to 
table early because (here is already 
enough turmoil in our forces with 
the downsizing of to military. Sex- 
ual harassment, gays in to mili- 
tary, women in combat — these 
problems were going to cause mo- 
nte and recruiting problems. 

The second tiring we did in to 
first year was rethink our military 
needs: the new force structure, the 
counterproiiferation initiative, to 
nuclear policy review. 1 would con- 
tend that we were successful in re- 
solving all these urgent priorities.

. The strong showing by right-wing nario nal - 
isb in Russia’s recent elections has intensified 
East Europeans' Fears of a resurgent Russia 
and increased their desire to ally with NATO. 
Such an alliance would commit the United 
States to their defense. But, as Bosnia showed, 
ndtho' the United Stales nor its allies seem 
eager to assume such commitments. 

Moreover, the military threat that frightens 
Eastern Europe is, at worst, years away. One 
way to keep that threat from ever becoming a 
reality is to begin tr eating both Russia and the 
East Europeans as partners, cultivating habits 
of military cooperation throughout the region. 

For starters, NATO could trip Russia’s 
reform-minded politicians shrink an d reorga- 
nize Russia’s armed forces, keeping the nrili - 
taiy engaged in professional tasks and out of 
politics. Russia would have to begin behaving 
like an ally by bringing its interests into closer 
harmony with NATO’s — curbing weapons 
proliferation. Tor example, and participating 
in peacekeeping operations. 

And if NATO opens its doors to new mem- 
bers, Russia should be in line along with 
Poland, the Czech Republic and Hungary. 
The prospect of NATO membership could 
encourage the Russian army to become a 
force for peace; that alone would justify re- 
shaping an anti-Russian alliance into an alto- 
gether different security structure. 

The U.S. Army needed at least 10 years to 
recover from the Vietnam War. The Russian 
remnant of the Red Army has endured great- 
er trauma, losing not only a war in Afghani- 
stan but also an empire. Many of its finest 
officers left for another country, Ukraine. Its 
weapons are rusting away. And officers are 
reluming home without housing or jobs. Lit- 
tle wonder that a third of the military voting 
in the election backed candidates who rabble- 
roused about restoring the empire. 

Little wonder, too, that the people of East- 
ern Europe fret about a Russian military re- 
surgence. Butit would lake years for Russia to 
build a fighting force anything like the Red 
Army, and many more years before the mili- 
tary-industrial complex could equip it with 
state-of-the-art weapons. 

Whai should the West do in the meantime? 
Right now, it is mainly trying to move Rus- 
sia's politics and economy in the right direc- 


tion, without doing much about the military. 
Some urge an updated version of contain- 
ment. inviting East Europeans into NATO 
while tearing Russia in noi-so-splendid isola- 
tion. Others would revive old spheres of influ- 
ence, shifting Russia's toward Central Asia. 

These policies would be prudent if Russia 
reverted to vengeful nationalism and began to 
revive its military. To adopt them now would 
only embolden the Zbirinovskys at the fringes 
of Russian politics. The better way is to begin 
treating Russia like a potential ally. That 
worked in Germany and Spain, where NATO 
mem bership helped tome militarism. 

The Clinton a dminis tration has already 
taken some astute steps in this direction. It 
has encouraged more military-io-military 
contacts. And it has joined Russia in cutting 
nudear forces and taking the remainder on 
hair-trigger alert But cooperation must em- 
brace non-nodcar forces. A U.S.-Russan 
study group, including John Galvin and Ed- 
ward Meyer, two retired generals, and Fred 
Ikle and Paid Wolfowitz. Pentagon officials in 
the Reagan years, offers useful suggestions. 

The group recommends a joint rnffitary 
planning staff to riffld with issues of common 
concern, like proliferation. It proposes joint 
peacekeeping missions. It would increase aid 
to relocate the Russian fences that are leaving 
the Baltic republics. It urges shared under- 
standings about the operating practices of 
U.S. stealth aircraft and other forces that 
Russia secs as threatening. And it would sepa- 
rate the U.S. and Russian navies, which have a 
nasty habit of bumping into each other. 

In like manner, NATO should encourage 
Eastern Europe’s armed forces to cooperate 
with NATO, Russia and — not least — one 
another, through joint exercises and peace- 
keeping. And it can cultivate civilian control 
and other democratic practices in Eastern 
Europe's armies. 

Bui in the end. East Europeans wfll not rest 
easy until the Russian army is transformed 
through an active partnership with its onetime 
enemies. It wiD not be easy for either ride to 
abandon the hostile reflexes of 50 years and 
nurture a new, irfdusive spirit of cooperation. 
But that needs to be done, starting at this 
week’s summit meetings.

But What About Bosnia? 


Bosnia is the skunk at the garden party so 
far as the NATO s ummi t is concerned. Great 
plans are being made to revamp the Atlantic 
alliance and rescue Russia. But Bosnia, first a 
Yugoslav failure and then a Western failure, 
barely has a place on the agenda. The parlies 
in Bosnia have their own demands. For con- 
cerned outsiders, the requirement is to find a 
course of action that is politically feasible as 
well as operationally effective. That is a nar- 
row space. But at least their prior lapses have 
shamed most governments into avoiding loud 
new appeals for impossible deeds. 

Relief for all the afflicted parties remains 
urgent. Much aid is intercepted, but whatever 
food, fuel or medicine does get through feeds, 
warms or heals humans in distress. The 
French, British and others provide troops to 
help deliver relief on the ground. They take 
occasional casualties but soldier on. The Unit- 
ed States runs an airlift but does not contrib- 
ute ground troops. The reasons for its absten- 
tion are, at this point of evaporating 
alternatives, irrelevant. More aid would flow 
if President Bill Clinton ordered American 
troops to join the allies on the ground. 

United Nations sanctions are in place 
against Serbia. These hurt but do not suffice 
to ensure compliance with UN peace man- 
dates. Still, it is inconceivable to lift sanc- 
tions against the government that enables 
Bosnian Serbs to keep on bombarding civil- 
ian Sarajevo. Croatia has so far eluded sanc- 
tions mainly because it is regarded, and 


rightly, as itself a victim of Serbian expan- 
sionism. But its intervention in Bosnia has 
richly earned it sanctions, too. Bosnia’s Mus- 
lim army has far from a clean record, but the 
Muslims' principal status is as a victim of 
others' depredations — “ethnic cleanring.** 
No more than Serbs and Croats, however, 
should individual Muslims be spared prose- 
cution for war crimes, if that difficult but 
essential process can get up steam. 

International negotiators have been trying 
to end the war in Bosnia and to head off its 
expansion to other vulnerable parts of the 
former Yugoslavia, by arranging a territorial 
sorting-out. This is manifestly cruel and un- 
fair to the large numbers of Muslims, and 
also Serbs and Croats, who have been and 
who are still being uprooted. Yet it is also 
manifestly a solution closer to realization 
than any other. Some among Bosnia’s Serbs 
and Croats are fighting on to hold a larger or 
richer slice of territory. Some among Bosnia’s 
Muslims are fighting to take a larger slice. If 
they fight on, it should be by their decision 
and not by the encouragement of those who 
do not share their suffering and loss. 

Some American officials have been heard 
fretting lest an early Bosnia settlement force 
a wobbly Washington to make good on its 
pledge of supplying peacekeepers. The him 
that the parties would do their share and the 
United States would not is deeply troubling, 
and Mr. Clinton should remove it

NATO membership lor [Poland. Hungary, 
the Czech Republic and Slovakia] is in the 
Russian interest. It would draw a line across 
the track which a bad Russian ruler might 
foDow.

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W ASHINGTON — The big question that 
hangs over Bill Clinton's trip through 
and Russia is not whether NATO 


id expand into Eastern Europe or whether 
Boris Yeltsin is going too fast or too slow on 
economic reform. The big question is this: 

For half a century of Cold War, America 
provided the military leadership and assets that 
Europeans lacked but would need if real war 
came. Can and will America continue to do that 
through the next decade of uncertainty? 

The answer to that question will not be found 
in Eastern Europe or in Moscow, or even at 
NATO headquarters. The answer can be found 
only in America, where a hidden debate has 
begun about American intentions and capabili- 
ties in the Cold War aftermath. 

In preparations for ihe NATO summit in 
Brussels, administration officials, senior mem- 
bers of Congress and commentators in the press 
expounded at great length and intensity on the 
merits of admitting Poland, the Czech Republic 
and Hungary into NATO.

Impose a Final Cease-Fire in Bosnia

P ARIS — The results of appeasement and empty 
threats can now be measured in the former Yugo- 
slavia. The mounting toll in the civilian population, the 
violations of all humanitarian norms and the growing 
number of destitute refugees are tragic testimony to the 
failure of governments to halt aggression and ethnic 
cleanring in the heart of Europe. 

UltranauoQalism is a growing cancer. Racial and 
religious fault lines threaten to wreck the hopes we all 
shared briefly after the collapse of the Berlin WalL 
The victims are being punished by an embargo that 
prevents them from exercising their right of self-de- 
fense. The aggressors are rewarded with the prospect of 
retaining territory acquired by force. They appear to 
have woo the war. Will they also win the peaoe? 

Ci vilians and UN troops are bdd hostage, dependent 
on the whims of warlords aai their murderous gangs 
who prevent relief from reaching besieged enclaves that 
the United Nations declared were under its protection. 
Food and medication contributed by the international 
community are pillaged every day. Famine is setting in. 

As a mailer of utmost urgency, humanitarian corri- 
dors from Split to all regions of Bosnia must be fuDy 
operational. Second, the airports of Tuzla and eventu- 


ally Banja Luka should be opened and put under 
United Nations control so that relief can be airlifted 
and distributed to those in dire need. 

Concurrently- with NATO consultations, the Securi- 
ty Council must assess available mili tary resources 
from contributing states and simultaneously call fra a 
definitive cease-fire, the timing of which should be 
made clear to the combatants. Any violation — partic- 
ularly, shelling of civilian enclaves and UN-protected 
zones, including Sarajevo and Mostar — should imme- 
diately be neutralized, if necessary with air strikes. All 
steps should be taken to ensure the security of UN 
troops and staff of humanitarian agencies. 

After such an imposed cease-fire, based on credible 
threats, the negotiations can resume. It will have been 
made compellingly dear to the parties that illegitimate 
goals can no longer be achieved by the use of force. 

As NATO leaders meet in Brussels, we believe that 
we speak for millions of people of goodwill and of 
different faiths. The fundamental values of democracy 
and tire credibility of the United Nations are at stake. 
We are aD from Sarajevo.

Realistically, peace is not on the 
ada. Wars are in progress in four 
‘ i’s neighbors, and more such 
conflicts are likely in the future. In 
Russia, after two major coup at- 
tempts in two years, democracy 
bangs by a thread.

In such volatile and deteriorating 
conditions, the first rule of diplonocy 
is surely to avoid getting dragged into 
a maelstrom.

You are almost 
certain to lose your stake, to anger 
the other players and to get blamed 
for internal interference. 

Ycl this is what the United States 
has been doing is Russia — in 
spades. First the administration em- 
braced the erratic Boris Yeltsin and 
his radical economic reformers with 


uncritical fervor. More generally, it 
has often spoken as if it were making 
Russia’s domestic policies jointly 
with the Russian government (Mr. 
Talbott told reporters last month that 
“rather than focusing just on the eco- 
nomic indicators [the Russians] and 
we also have to factor into our poli- 
cies the social factors.”) 

Unlike some critics, I am not a 
socialist who hopes Mr. Yeltsin will 
fail because his goal is building capi- 
talism. I am a lifelong Rnssophile 
who would be very happy indeed if I 
thought that current American policy 
were realistic and that the brave ef- 
forts of Russian reformers were going 
to bear fruit in the near future. 

Alas, I do not. Mr. Ydtan is right, 
as he has done in recent weeks, to 
compare Russia to W eimar Germany 
and to stress that it came to the brink 
of civil war last October. 

If Mr. Talbott had pushed his Pan- 
glossian line to Russian voters rather 
than to the U.S. Congress, he would 
have been shouted off (he stage for 
being oot of touch with their daily 
struggle for survival. 

Thus President Oin ton’s decision to 
adopt the slogan “more reform, more 
support” for nis Russian trip was un- 
wise. Russians are not in the mood for 
a big new dose of reform, and any 
government that embarked on that 
path seriously — not just rhetorically, 
for Western consumption — would 
commit political soidde. It could also 
precipitate a civil war. 

Mr. Clinton's line “more support" 
is superficially attractive. But it is 
irresponsible to advocate a soda! 
safety net that would consume huge 
amounts of money that the Russians 
do not have and that the West is 
clearly not going to provide. To daim 
otherwise would soon disillusion 
America’s remaining supporters in 
Russia and infuriate the powerful 
groups that say U.&. policy is moti- 
vated by malice or, at best, naivete. 

Ibe administration correctly points 
out that badcpedaling on rdonn wiD 
not get Russia out of its fearful predic- 
ament. But Russians have to find this 


out fra theansdves and decide what to 
do next. Otherwise they wfll Name the 
United States, not themselves ra the 
legacy of c om mu ni s m . 

Russia is gradually becoming un- 
governable, but because it is the larg- 
est and most complex country in the 
world outsiders cannot have more 
than a marginal effect on xL Even if the 
$24 billion conditionally offered by 
the Group of Seven were somehow 
pumped into Russia tomorrow, it 
would not change the situation. 

The biggest shadow over rbe econo- 
my is tbe Hkdihood that inflation will 
soon escalate in in hyp emflafinn This 
stems from Mr. Yeltrin’s generous 
pre-election promises regarding state 
credits and moome raises, ana from 
his recent derision to reverse previous 
co mmi tments to cat back tbe military 
to 1.5 millkm. Tbe populist maority in 
the new parliament will scarcoy allow 
him to renege on these promises. 

In evwy area of public life, no turn- 
around point is in sight Popular toler- 
ance of constantly dectimng firing 
standards wiD not last forever, espe- 
cially now that talented demagogues 
Hire V ladimir Zhirinovsky Have, pre- 
dictably, appeared on tbe scene. 

In such a difficult situation, what is 
Mr. Yeitan’s strategy? Behind the 
boilerplate assurances about “continu- 
ing the reforms,” which the United 
States has trustingly accepted at face 
value, a new oorase toward anthoritar- 
ianism is quietly being prepared. This 
offers Mr. Yeltsin his best (though still 
not good) chance of staying in power 
for another year or so. 

The same course is favored by two 
groups on which he now heavily ro- 
bes, the military and Die small new 
doss of wealthy owners who have 
manipulated the privatization of 
state assets and need Oku often 31- 
gotten gains to be made more secure. 

Authoritarian trends are every- 
where: the recent revamping of the 
security ministry so that it answers 
directly to the prerident; resubor- 
dination of two big news agencies, 
Itar-Tass and Novosti, to govern-

intimidation through surrogates of 
the new parliament 

But I doubt that authoritarianism 
will work at this stage, undo- Mr.

Thus tbe likely prospect for 1994 
and 1995 is of increasing poweriess- 
nessand instability at the center, with 
Russians struggling to survive in an 
increasingly regional framework. 

In such a complex and volatile situ- 
ation, U2S. policies based on unjusti- 
fied optimism wffl have baleful effects. 

Russian leaders are encouraged to 
share American flhrsions, depend too 
much on an uncertain flow of aid 
from tbe United States, overestimate 
its ability to save them when the 
crunch comes and forget that demo- 
cracy in Russia is doomed if the gov- 
ernment drifts into neo-imperialism. 


Tbe Qinton administration's cred- 
ibility with its taxpayers and its for- 
eign allies wfll suffer, and anti-Amer- 
icanism in Russia wfll take many 
years to alleviate. And Russia’s neigh- 
bors wfll suffer from America’s one- 
sided sensitivity to Russian cancans.

But if tnoe is long-term danger in 
keeping NATO as it is, there is imme- 
diate danger in changing it loo rapid- 
ly. Swift expansion of NATO east- 
ward COUld make a neo-imperialist 
Russia a srif-fulfiffing prophecy. 

It would risk redividing Europe 
by drawing new lines and uninten- 
tionally replicating, a bit farther to 
the east, tne line of confrontation 
that we persevered for four decades 
to overcome. In addition, premature 
expansion could lead to the inclu- 
sion of states that arc not ready, 
politically or militarily, for tbe re- 
sponsibilities of membership. 

In adapting NATO to face the se- 
curity challenges in post-Cold War 
Europe, we seat to maintain the alli- 
ance as the anchor of trans-Atlantic 
security. Yet NATO alone wiD not be 
enough to make reform in the East 
succeed. Trans-Atlantic security de- 
pends not only on political and mili- 
tary cooperation but also on sustain- 
ing the hard march of economic 
reform. Those European nations mak- 
ing the difficult transition to five mar- 
ket democracy must be able to deliver 
tangible benefits to their peoples.

WASHINGTON — U.S. prosecutors and bank- 
ing officials have settled a legal and diplomatic 
battle with Abu Dhabi that is linked u> the Bank of 
Credit & Commerce International financial scandal. 

As part of the agreement, the Justice Depart- 
ment said Sunday. Abu Dhabi agreed to send a key 
BCQ official Swaleh Naqvi, to the United States 
to stand trial Tor his role m the scandal Reuters 
reported. Department officials said Mr. Naqu 
would be turned over within 120 days to face U.S. 
criminal charges. 

Under the deal the royal family of the Golf 
emirate agreed to give up claims to S4O0 million 
that it had invested in First American Bankshares 
Loci, a Washington bank that was owned by BCCI. 

The deal also gives US. prosecutors permission to 
hnmertiaidy question Mr. Naqvi in Abu Dhabi, 
where be is under house anest, sources familiar with 
the accord said Saturday. Mr. Naqvi was the deputy 
to BCCTs Pakistani founder. Aga Hassan Abedl 

In return, a $1.5 billion civQ lawsuit filed against 
Abu Dhabi's ruler by First American’s court- ap- 
pointed trustee will be dropped, the sources said.

NHW YORK — An adviser to 
QVC Network Inc. said Sunday 
that the company would take Via- 
com Inc. to court, probably on 
Monday, to block tbe rival’s btest 
takeover bid for Paramount Com- 
munications Inc. 

Tbe court action would be the sec- 
ond of the protracted takeover baule. 
It would aim at blocking tbe joint bid 
made Friday for Paramount by Via- 
com and Blockbuster Entertainment 
Corp- the QVC adviser said. Viacom, 
which is also to merge with Block- 
buster as part of the deal values the 
hid at $9.75 Mlion. 

“The new Viacom offer is inferi- 
or to ours and therefore the auction 
process is over and we don't have to 
extend our tender offer.” the QVC 
adviser, who asked not to be identi- 
fied, said. “We will go to court, 
probably tomorrow, to block the 
consideration of Viacom's bid." 

Several analysts estimated 
QVCs bid 3t about $82 a share, or 
$9.9 billion, even though the cash 
part of that bid is lower than Via- 
com’s offer. 

QVC a home-shopping network 
concern beaded by the former Par- 
amount executive Barry Diller, said 
Friday that Viacom's new proposal 
violated procedures of a court- 
sanctioned auction for Paramount 
and should not result in a new 
round of bidding. 

Also, QVC said it believed the 
new offer “will be less than Via- 
com's estimates and even less than 
Viacom’s previous offer.” 

Viacom, which owns MTV and 
other cable networks, boosted its 
offer for Paramount in a last-min- 
ute announcement Friday. In tbe 
two-part deal Viacom offered to 

? ay $105 a share for 50. 1 percent of 
aramount. op from 585 it previ- 
ously offered. It would buy the rest 
of the company with an exchange 
of Viacom stock — the “back end” 
of tbe deal 

But Viacom lowered the value of 
the share portion of its offer, to 
about $32 billion by its own reck- 
oning, from about $43 billion. Its 
previous bid was worth a total of 
about $79 per share, depending on 
fluctuations in tbe stock price. 


To make its bid possible, Viacom 
put together a S8.4 billion merger 
with Blockbuster, the world’s larg- 
est distributor of videos. 

Viacom has extended its lender 
offer until Jan. 21 and said QVC 
would have to do the same under 
the court agreement. 

That accord stipulates that once 
a Paramount suitor tops a rival bid.

Overall, the story of mutual 
funds in 1993 was of dollars cas- 
cading through the doors, demand- 
ing to be invested.

Many ana- 
lysts remain cautious about Japan, hesitant 
about China and lukewarm about Western Eu- 
rope. • • • 

- The packing markets of Eastern Europe are 
attractive only on a case-by-case basis, they 
said, as those countries develop rules on corpo- 
rate law and private property to protect inves- 
tors. 

Mexico is the shining light. Along with a 
large number of relatively inexpensive compa- 
nies, the country has strong growth potential, 
the prospect of an investment-grade rating and 


the expectation of a reduced inflation rate. 

In addition, the passage of the North Ameri- 
can Free Trade Agreement is expected to bring 
about a strong and steady improvement in the 
country's economic development. 

Investors looking for significant Mexican ex- 
posure will find it in the Fidelity Eme rging 
Markets fund, which is 30 percent invested in 
Latin America. 

Gerald Rorhstem. a Latin American invest- 
ment expen at Oppenhamer A Co., cautioned 
that Brazil, despite a strong stock performance 
In early 1993, has been slow in writing a new 
constitution and in moving to a stronger, cen- 
tralized government. 

Western Europe; with the exception of Brit- 
ain, is widely seen as bouncing back from a 
difficult recession and benefiting from falling 


interest rates. Still, caution seems to be the 
watchword. 

“Western Europe looks fully priced against 
current corporate earnings,’* said M. David 
Testa, chairman of T. Rowe Price International 
Funds. “But those earnings have been very 
depressed.” 

Lincoln Anderson, director of global re- 
search at Fidelity Investments, suggests that 
investors interested in Europe consider Europe- 
an bonds. He said bond yields in Europe of 6 
percent to 7 percent are outpacing inflation by 
at least a percentage point. 

Still attracting a lot of investor interest are 
the Pacific Rim markets of Singapore, Malay- 
sia, Taiwan, Hong Kong, Korea and Indonesia. 
In that region, the main area of concern is 
Japan, where no one recommends increasing 


any holdings. China remains questionnable 
pending further political developments. 

Gunter Ecklebe, director of International 
Asset Consulting at Frank Russell Co., in Taco- 
ma. Washington, said that among the Pacific 
Rim countries, “there’s hardly a market that we 
should not mention for its investment potentiaL 

“Southeast Asia is just a great market said 
Ecklebe. “It has low wags, a good educational 
background and great economic potentiaL It 
produces goods cheaply and of high quality, 
and that makes it a formidable competitor. And 
these markets are fairly priced." 

While a diversified international portfolio 
cannot ignore Japan, most advisers recommend 
holding — not buying and not selling — until 
the slruggliag Japanese market begins to find 
some direction.

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Lean Wall Street Firms Are living 
Off the Fat of the Low-Rate Land

NEW YORK — Last year was WaU Sirttt

As mtotst rates fdl in 1993, businesses 
hooped 10 refinance their debts and to raise 
equity capital on the surging stock market, 
Suing Trecord 51.06 trillion in stocks and 
bonds, up 21 percent from 1991 
Combined profits for Wall Street firms in- 
creased to a record S9 billion, buoyed by under- 
writing fees, a surge in stock-market investing 
by email investors, and the rise in bond prices, 
which led to record trading profits. 

Wall Street thought that business had 
reached a peak in 1992. “Nineteen ninety-three 
was much better than was expected." said Rich- 
ard Fisher, chairman of Morgan Stanley & Co. 
“The surprising part erf it was that some of the 
trends of 1992 that looked like they were run- 
ning their course actuaDy continued." 

With interest rates expected to rise m 1994 and 
the increasing chance of a stock-market correc- 
tion, the securities industry may not be as lucra- 
tive as in the last two years, with slowing m the 
retail brokerage and underwriting businesses. 

But WaD Street is optimistic that as the 


economy picks up, corporations will need to 
borrow to grow, keeping the underwriting busi- 
ness brisk. 

Having squeezed out all the fat they can, 
corporations may turn to acquisitions, rather 
than layoffs and cost-cutiing. to spur growth, 
increasing the demand for financial advice 
from investment houses. . 

Last year’s erroneously gloomy predictions 
helped profits by keeping brokerage firms from 
falling into the bull-market trap of hiring extra 
employees. 

The only sour note for Wall Street was the 
quiet revenge of the hapless American home- 
owner. Mongage-backed securities traders had 
built computer models that assumed that many 
people would be loo lazy to refinance their home 
montages as rates dropped. But as consumers 
last year got wise and refinanced in record num- 
bers^ the models went awry and many trading 
films lost miKons of dollars from early repay- 
ment of old. higb-inlerest-raie mortgages. 

But other bond traders and currency traders 
had virtually ideal conditions as interest rales 
continued to fall in the United States and 
Europe. Financing was cheap. 

Derivatives, the latest financial fad, grew ui 
importance to WaD Street last year, despite 


increasing scrutiny of futures, options and 
swaps by regulators. Now. Mr. Fisher said, a 
ihird of the trading revenue at big firms like 
Morgan Stanley comes from derivative msuu- 
menis, the value of which is linked to the prices 
of siocks. bonds or currencies. 

Some American companies last year set out 
on merger and acquisition crusades, although 
ibrir conquests were not so great as in the late 
1980s. The biggest deals were m the converging 
fields of entertainment, media, telecommunica- 
tions and cable television. 

Much of the most profitable business for 
American securities houses came overseas. Not 
only did they profit from the volatile European 
currency and bond markets, but firms took the 
lead in funneling capital from the United States 
and other mature economies into developing 
markets of Latin American and Asia. At the 
same time, Japanese and European firms have 
been slowed by problems at home. 

“The cross-boider flows of capital are increas- 
ing at an incredible rate," Mr. Fisher said, “and 
the US. firms are best positioned to lake advan- 
tage ctf that." Overseas, the favorable trends may 
continue because rates in Europe are expected to 
fall further and developing countries are likely to 
privatize state-owned companies.

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Advisers Take Defensive Positions

“AO the talk is that there hasn't been a signifi- 
cant downturn since 1990, and we're doe for 
one, but the surprise may be that we scrape by 
another year without one," he said. If the fun- 
damentals remain in place, “we can get 10 to 12 
percent, which is a good year."

NEW YORK --The lowest interest rates in 
years and brightening economic prospects lift- 
ed prices on the world’s stock markets to record 
levels in 1993. 

The International Herald Tribune World 
Stock Index rose about 21 percent in 1993. The 
index includes 231 actively-traded stocks from 
20 countries. The index shows that stocks in 
Hong Kong, Finland and Singapore recorded 
the biggest advances, while shares in the U.S., 
Canada and Japan posted the weakest gains. 

It “was a vintage year,” said Barton Biggs, 
chairman of Morgan Stanley Asset Manage- 
ment, which has a $45 billion investment port- 
folio. “Massive amounts of public and institu- 
tional money poured into market funds.” Mr. 
Biggs said. There has been no sign of a letup. 

U.S. investors shoveled about $104.6 billion in 
new money into stock ™ifuat funds last year, 
according to the Washington-based Investment 
Company Institute, the mutual fund trade group. 
That compares with $60.1 billion in 1991 

Leading worldwide advancers, the Hang 
Seng Index stormed to records as investors 
turned to Hong Kong stocks to cash in on 
China's rapid economic development. But this 
volatile market has had a sharp correction so 
far this year, with the Hong Seng losing about 
7J percent of its value. 

Turkey's stock market more than quadrupled 
in dollar terms. The rally was fueled by opti- 
mism tied to the election of Prime Minister 
Tansu Ciller, who is perceived as being pro* 
business. The market also benefited from hopes 
of a rise in exports to the former Soviet Union. 

The Americas 

A drop in interest rates to the lowest level in 
20 years helped push UJS. stocks to all-time 
highs. Investors switched out of low-paying

money market funds and bank certificates of 
deposit into stocks, whan they hoped returns 
would be higher. Low interest rates also cut the 
cost of doing business, helping increase corpo- 
rate profits and, presumably, stock prices. 

The Dow Jones industrial average of 30 blue- 
chip stocks rose about 15 percent for the year. 
Hie broader Standard & Poor’s 500-share index 
gained 8 percent and the Nasdaq composite 
index of over-the-counter stocks, consisting 
mostly of small to mid-sized companies, 
jumped 13 percent 

Canadian stocks had one of their best years 
in a decade. The Toronto Slock Exchange 300 
Index rose more than 20 percent (about 30 
percent in U.S. dollar terms). 

Canada’s shares should head even higher in 
1994. said Ben Joyce, chief strategist at Burns 
Fry Ltd. “We’ve got a blissful combination of 
low interest rates, low inflation and an improv- 
ing economy.” he said. 

Mexico's Bolsa index rallied 47 percent (46 
percent in dollar terms). Die rise was fueled by 
passage of the North American Free Trade 
Agreement and a fall in the inflation rate to the 
lowest level in 20 years. 


The Financial Times-Stock Exchange 100- 
share index in London gained 20 percent (22 
percent in dollar terms), as British interest rates 
tumbled to the lowest level since the early 1960s. 

Analysts said stocks would not rise in 1994, 
however, unless earnings grew at above-average 
rates. “There’s a risk equities are going to see a 
fairly significant setback,” said Peter Clements, 
head of investments at Co-Operative Invest- 
ment Management Ltd. 

In France, the CAC-40 Index rose about 17 
percenL (23 percent in dollar terms) on expecta- 
tions that the worst of the country’s recession is 


over. French stocks would hove risen more if 
the Bank or France had been more aggressive in 
reducing interest rales, said Adam Kindrach, a 
market analyst at Kleinworl Benson France 
SA. 

The advance in French stocks was minhnal. 
compared with the 36 percent (43 pacenl in 
dollar Cams) rise in Germany's DAX Index. 
The Goman rally was fueled by the Bundes- 
bank, which lowered the discount lending rate; 
the floor of the Germany money market six 
times in 1993. 

German stocks face concern this year about 
pending dec lions and political instability in 
Russia, said Walts- Stanbff, research director 
at- DG Bank Deutsche Genossenschaftsbank. 

In Italy, the Milan Index climbed approxi- 
mately 18 parent (35 percent in dollar terms), 
as the April election of Prime Minister Carlo 
Azegfio Gampi restored investor' confidence 
in the government Spain's Ibex 35 Index 
soared 22 percent (49 percent in dollar terms), 
propelled by a doubting of foreign investment 
in Spanish stocks, said Antonio Zoida, presi- 
dent of the Madrid Slock Exchange. 

Belgium's Bet2Q index rose 21 p erc en t (30 
percent in dollar terms) amid signs the country's 
economy was improving. Tbe Swiss Market In- 
dex of 18 blue chip stoats advanced 41 percent 
(38 percent in dollar terms). Untike the rest of 
Europe, companies in Switzerland reported 
strong earnings growth, said Wolfgang Kirdt- 
mayr, a market analyst at Swiss Bank Corp. 

Among other European markets, tbe Nether- 
lands EOE Index rose about 37 percent (44 
percent in dollar terms); Austria’s stock market 
dimbed 30 percent (37 percent in dollar terms); 
Ireland’s stock market rose 31 percent (SI per- 
cent in dollar terms); and Greece’s stock index 
increased 18 percent (35 percent in dollar terms).

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Jean Muir, Building 
A Bridge Between 
Art and Industry

L ONDON — In from of the Adam 
fireplace in the perfectly propor- 
tioned 18 Lb-century building of the Royal 
Society of Arts, perches the new Master. 

Jean Muir is talking about her role as 
bridge builder between art and industry. 

“This rather fantastic faculty exists — 
arts in the 18th-century sense — not as 
fine arts, but the arts of making things. ” 
she says. 

"What I would like to do is to make 
everybody look further than the word 'de- 
sign.' No one quite knows what it means. 
Design is seen os one-dimensional. But

design is about crafts and skills and people 
making things — and clothes are about 
that just as much as a Concorde engine." 

Muir. 60, has taken passionately to 
heart the tenets of the Royal Society 1 for 
the encouragement of Arts. Manufactures 
and Commerce — as it was officially slat- 
ed when it was set up in 1734 by William 
Shipley. 

She admits that no one in Britain or 
beyond quite knows what the RSA is or 
does, but contends that “it is riveting, 
entwined with the history of this country." 
As Master of the Faculty of Royal Design- 
ers for Industry (a two-year post), Muir 
has the platform to preach and practice 
the creed she has followed in 28 years as a 
fashion designer. She believes in the craft 
behind the art and cares more for the well- 
angled seam and the sculpted button than 

for p ark ag in g , image and flimf lam. 

Muir can best be described as a distin- 
guished designer. She has never built a 
fashion empire or achieved the fame and 
riches that go with it yet she says that she is 
“creatively satisfied," enjoys what die does 
and does not “envy a Ralph Laur en." She 
has a string of awards and university doc- 
torates and was made a Commander of the 
Order of the British Empire 10 years ago. 

Her work has a cult following on both 
sides of the Atlantic, for her skill has been 
to make clothes in which women never feel 
uncomfortable or look foolish: dresses in 
soft fabrics impeccably shaped to the 
body; jackets that cascade gracefully; 


coats cut with room to breathe, drive and 
live. 

She and her husband. Hany Leuekert, 
have also become quiet patrons of artists 
and craft workers, filling their homes with 
artifacts that reflect the aesthetics of 
Muir’s fashion work. 

Her role at the RSA (“I love institu- 
tions,” she says) will be to bang beads 
together, to make people talk and think 
about design for the new mfllcnrrinm. 

"What is dear to my heart is to have a 
series of lectures here — not about starting 
a business, but sustaining it,” she says. 

She also intends to nourish the craft 
revival that she sees flourishing through- 
out Britain. That patronage starts in the 
vaulted buttery, where pictorial handwo- 
ven rugs hang in the basement of the 
RSA’s home, on John Adam Street, near 
the Savoy Hotel in London. 

Muir herself is a magnet for artists who 
want to paint or sculpt her striking bead, 
with its mobile mouth in a white face. Ha 
model, in clay by Glenvs Barton, makes 
the catalogue cover of the current exhibi- 
tion at the National Portrait Gallery. 

. Muir is a figurehead in another sense: 
She has railed against falling standards, 
rallied manufacturers and now plans to 
bring together modem tastemakers round 
the dining table at the RSA. A series of 
dinners wifi be used to nurture a collective 
consciousness that the mid-1990s is “a 
particularly revitalizing time" in the arts. 

"This fantastic arts and crafts move- 
ment has happened nowhere else in the 
world.” she says of English designers who 
work with wood, glass and clay. She de- 
scribes the "great sense of the aesthetic” 
coming out in “extraordinary glazes and 
colors” of potters who work near ha coun- 
try home in the north of England. 

But Muir's stance is more than a whim- 
sical enthusiasm for a craft revival. All the 
members of the Royal Designers for In- 
dustry have “to have proven themselves in 
work "toms." The RDI was set op in 1936 
for the purpose of honoring British design- 
ers “who have attained eminence, efficien- 
cy and visual excellence in the creative 
design for industry.” The numba of hon- 
orces is limited to 100. 

“Manufacturing has to be the basis of 
any country, it is such an enormous part of 
any nation's being” she claims. “Craft is 
the understanding of materials, their pur- 
pose and use for whatever it is — a great 
engine, or cups and saucers or a pair of 
shoes.

“I think one should be able to talk about 
a national ideality — every possible facet 
that a country has should be looked ax. 
used and created from. You can’t say that 
all businesses should be global.” 

Muir's own career as an adviser — she 
was formerly a trustee of the Victoria and 
Albert Museum — has proved how much 
can be achieved through force of wilL 
When she and a group of friends recog- 
nized that the British prime minister had 
no silver for the dining table of the official 
residence at No. 10 Downing Street. Muir 
inspired the setting up of the Silva Trust 
The fund then commissioned modem de- 
signer-craftsmen to create a contemporary 
collection of silver. 

The British are generally suspicious of 
monumental! an and state patronage and 
dubious about the value of design, seeing 
it as an optional extra, or the interest of an 


elite, rather than what Muir calls “part of 
everyday life.” 

The public has occasionally warmed to 
design concepts, flocking to the Great Ex- 
hibition of 1851 — a celebration of art and 
industry inspired by Prince Albert, the 
husband of Queen Victoria. But as the 
Industrial Revolution gathered momen- 
tum, it threw up rebellions a gains t the 
might of machines in the 19th-century 
Arts and Crafts and Aesthetic movements. 

In her fashion work, in ba patronage of 
crafts people, and now at the RSA, Muir 
has a mission to restore the sense of pride 
and achievement in well-made things. 

“Once you've got a standard you can't 
lose it," she says. “It may sound pompous, 
but I have always felt that I do it for the 
country as much as for myself. I am ex- 
tremely positive and upbeat — there is so 
much that can be done.”

For Doers of Good Deeds, a Dungeon

W ASHINGTON — “Stuffin' 
envelopes” is how the name 
of George Stephanopoulos is re- 
membered.

Stephan opoulos’s error was not 
in synonymy bin in redundancy. 
The essence of an adage is age; 
saying? are coined and adopted aD 
the time (Tip O’Neill: “All politics 
is local”), but an adage is an old 
saying. Any “old adage ” is redun- 
dant and subject to execution be- 
fore the Squad Squad. 

The mistake is often made. In 
1933, when Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was criticized for prbfoaapg the 
Depresson, he replied; “There is 
an old and somewhat lugubrious 
adage that says, "Neva speak of 
rope in the house of a man who has 
been hanged.’ In the same way, if I 
were a Republican leader speaking 
to a mixed audience, the last word 
in the whole dictionary that 1 think 
1 would use is that word ‘depres- 
sion.’ " (Though FDR erred in his 
redundant use of “old adag e,” his 
selection of the unfamili ar word 
lugubrious — “ridiculously mourn- 
ful” — deftly took the macabre 
sting out of the old saying.) 

All of which is prelude to the 
point of this itan: What is the 


source of no good deed goes unpun- 
ished ? Is it a saying of recent vin- 
tage or an authentic adage?
